His Excellency John PoyxNTZ, EARL SPENCER, K.G, &c., &c., 
Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland. 



May it please your Excellency', — 

As directed by the provisions of the 26 Vic., cap. 11, sec. 49 , the 
26 & 27 Vie., cap. 90, sec. 16; and the 7 & 8 Vic., cap. 81, sec. 56, I have 
the honour to transmit to your Excellency, in order that the same may be 
laid before Parliament, General Abstracts relating to the Births, Deaths^ 
and Marriages registered in Ireland during the year 1864, being my nrst 
Report under the Acts for the Registration of Births, Deaths and Roman 
Catholic Marriages, and my fifteenth Report under the 7 & 8 Via, cap. 
81, for the Registration of Protestant Marriages of every denomination. 

A General Abstract of the number of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, 
registered in the year 1864, was presented to Parliament in the Session of 
1865, in accordance with the Acts referred to. The Report now submitted 
contains detailed Tables of the ages and condition of persons married, 
of Births, distinguishing legitimate from illegitimate ; and of Deaths, 
and their causes. 

The Acts for the Registration of Births and Deaths, and Roman 
Catholic Marriages, came into operation on the 1st of January ,1864, but 
that for the Registration of Protestant Marriages has been m force since 
the 1st of April, 1845. _ . _ 

In order to give publicity to the requirements of the 2b \ ic., cap. i , 
and 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 90, it was provided that “ a Notice setting forth 
the acts required to be done for the purpose of registering Births, Deaths, 
and Marriages, should be prepared by the Registrar-General, and fur- 
nished by him to all Boards of Guardians, for publication throughout 
the several Poor Law Unions. This notice was prepared and furnished 
as directed by the Statutes. With a view to increase the publicity 
to be given to this Notice, I had, with the approval of the Inspector- 
General of Constabulary, and the Commissioners of Metropolitan Police, 
copies of it displayed for a considerable period at all the police stations 
throughout Ireland. I also had the Notice* printed m the form of a 
pamphlet, and copies sent by Post to every magistrate, to the clergy 
of all denominations, to medical practitioners, to editors of papers, and to 
many other persons of influence, who were requested by me to make 
known to the people in their respective localities, the great importance 
and advantage of complying with the new enactments, and it is very 
satisfactory to me to state that my request was very favourably received 
and generally acted upon. 

With the object of having the Births and Deaths of the military care- 
fully reo-istered, the Deputy Adjutant-General was furnished with a 
sufficient supply of these Notices for use at the several stations of the 
army serving in Ireland. To secure the Registration of Births and 
Deaths of the Irish occurring at sea, I communicated with the Lords

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public, the other as a fireproof Strong Closet, shelved for the reception, of 
the Registers and Indexes. A plan and specification of each office, having 
the features of this general plan, were then either prepared or sanctioned 
by the Commissioners. . . 

' As soon as each plan had been approved of by me, the Poor Law Commis- 
sioners required the Guardians of the Union to provide the office in accor- 
dance therewith, so that within a reasonable time Register Offices were 
piovided in every Union in Ireland, except one — Cahersiveen — in which 
Union the Workhouse is a considerable distance from the town, rendering 
it more convenient to the public that the office should, for the present, 
be held in the town in a place provided by the Guardians, the Registers 
being kept in an iron box, until a suitable site for a Register Office can be 
procured. 

The Registers of Births, Deaths and Marriages in the custody of the 
District Registrars are preserved in iron boxes furnished to them, under 
the provisions of the Act, so that due precautions have been taken for the 
safety ■ of these important records whilst in the hands of the Registrars, 
as also after they come into the custody of the Superintendent Registrars. 

Register Books, printed forms, ink, and other requisites, were furnished 
to the Superintendent Registrars and Registrars some time before the Acts 
came into operation, to enable these officers to be fully prepared to discharge 
their duties. Coroners have also been supplied with printed forms of Certi- 
ficate of Finding of Jury, to enable them to return, in a uniform manner, 
for insertion in the Registers, the particulars relating to the deaths of 
persons upon whom inquests are held. 

In order to secure uniformity in the registry of the causes of death, I 
furnished to each Registrar and medical practitioner in Ireland a copy of 
Dr. Farr’s Nosology, at present used in connexion with the Registration 
of deaths in England and Wales; and, with a view to procure the 
co-operation of the medical profession throughout the , country, I 
communicated with the Presidents of the King and Queen’s College of 
Physicians, and of the Royal College of Surgeons, also with the Governor of 
the Apothecaries’ Hall of Ireland, soliciting their assistance, and I qm 
happy to state that I received assurances on the part of each of these bodies 
of their willingness to aid me in attaining accurate and uniform returns 
of the causes of death. . 

For public information and guidance, each Registrar has been required 
by the Act to affix on some conspicuous place, on or near the outer door 
of his known place of business (generally the Dispensary of the district), 
a notice setting forth the district for which he acts as Registrar, his name 
and that of his deputy, and the days and hours during which he will attend 
at such place on Registration business. Each Superintendent Registrar has 
been required to place a like notice on or near the outer door of his office. I 
have also, as directed by the Statute, caused every Superintendent Registrar 
to publish extensivelv in his district a list of the names, places of abode, 
and the known places of business, of every Registrar of Births, Deaths, 
and Marriages under his superintendence, and also his own name and 



place of business. T . 

With respect to Raman .Catholic: Marriages, the 20 & 27 Via, eap. 
90 directs that parties about to contract marriage shall produce to the 
clergyman celebrating the marriage a certificate, to' be procured, by the 
husband from the Registrar, and filled up, as far as possibly by that 
officer with the particulars required to be registered, which certificate the 
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parties married, the witnesses, and the officiating clergymanare required to 
sign When so filled up the certificate is to be returned within three days 
to the Registrar by the husband, under a penalty of ten pounds. 

With a view to facilitate the registration of marriages under the Act 
referred to, I, at the special request of several dignitaries of the Roman 
Latholic Church, and with the approval of the Law Officers of the Crown 
—(who at that time were the Right Hon. Thomas O’Hagan, m.p. and 
James A. Lawson, esq., Q.c.)— instructed the District Registrars to furnish 
each parish priest, who should apply for them, with blank forms of certi- 
ficate to be duly filled, signed, and forwarded to the Registrar on the 
occasion of a marriage, thus saving the husband the trouble and incon- 
venience of procuring from the Registrar a form of certificate previous 
to his marriage, as required by the Statute* I also furnished the 
Woman Catholic clergymen m Ireland with copies of the Act relating to the 
Registration of marriages celebrated by them, in order that the require- 
ments of the law might be known to them previous to the Act coniine- into 
operation. °

The estimated population in the middle of 1864. was 5,675,307; the 
number of persons whose marriages were registered, 54,812 ;’of marriages, 

2/ ,406; of children born alive, whose births were registered, 136 41 4; 
of deaths registered, 93,1 44. The emigrants from Ireland during the’ year I 
amounted to 114,169. 



The marriages of 27,406 men and 27,406 women were registered during 
1864 ; being in the proportion of 048 marriages to every 100 persons 
or of 1 marriage to every 207 persons, of the estimated population. 

1,032 men and 4,976 women contracted marriage before they had 
attained their twenty-first year. The proportion of males married under 
age was 3 77; of females, 18T6 per cent. The proportions in England 
and Wales in 1864 were— males, 6'62, and females, 2009 per cent. 
In Scotland the proportions were 746 males and 21 -9.9 per cent, females. 

. widowers, 2,941 were re-married, and of widows, 1,556; the propor- 
tion being 10-73 per cent, of widowers, and 5'68 per cent, of widows, 
to the total marriages. The like proportions in England and Wales 
were 13-84 widowers, and 9'07 per cent, widows. In "Scotland the pro- 
portions were, widowers, 11 -38 and widows, 5 '02 per cent. 

According to the provisions of the Registration Acts, every registry of 
a marriage is required to be signed by the parties married, two witnesses, 
and the officiating clergyman. A test of the elementary education of 
the persons contracting marriage is thus afforded by comparing the 
number who write their names in the registers, with the number who only 
make a mark. Of 54,812 persons married, 24,352 (10,574 men and 13 778 
women) signed the register with marks ; this is in the proportion of 444 
per cent., or 1 in every 2-59 of the males, and 1 in every 1-99 of the females 
married.

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The like rates in England and Wales for the same year were 1 ink3 males, 
and 1 in 3'09 females; and in Scotland 1 in 8'72 males and 1 in 4T9 
females. 

The marriage registers contain a column in which the age of each of the 
persons married is required to be inserted ; but as it is sufficient to state 
whether the parties are “of full age” or “minors,” the precise age at 
marriage is not generally inserted in the entries. The exact ages of both 
parties were specified in 12,582 instances. Of these 11,291 were bachelors 
and 11,913 spinsters. 1,291 were widowers and 069 widows. The largest 
number of wives were married between 21 and 30 — the number being 
7,550, or more than one-half of the whole number whose ages are recorded. 
The largest number of husbands — 7,770 — is also found to have been 
married between 21 and 30 years of age. 

Three hundred and forty-nine bachelors were married to widows, both 
of whose ages at the time of marriage are recorded. Of these 191 of the 
widows and 165 of the bachelors married between 25 and 35 years of age. 
Of 971 widowers who married spinsters, 475 of the latter were between 
25 and 35 years of age.; whilst the largest number of the widowers on 
their re-marriages ranged chiefly between 30 and 45. 

Of widowers and widows married, whose ages at the time of marriage 
are stated, there were 320 couples. Of these the largest number of widows 
appears to have been between 40 and 50, and of widowers between 45 
and 55. Sixteen widowers and four widows were married when they 
were above 70 years old. 

The proportion per cent, of marriages to the estimated population, and 
of persons married who wrote their names in the registers ; also of minors, 
widowers, and widows, for the several registration divisions are given in 
the following table: —

The extent and position of each of these divisions are specified at 
pages 18 to 20. 

Of the total number of marriages registered (27,406) 18,819 were cele- 
brated by Roman Catholic clergymen, and entered in the registers by the 
Registrars in accordance with the 26th and 27th Vic., cap. 90 ; and 8,587 
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marriages were of the Protestant persuasions. Of these 4,761 were iu 
churches and chapels of the Established Church, 2,514 in Presbyterian 
Meeting-houses, 192 in “Registered Buildings,” 1,109 in the Registrars’ 
offices, 10 according to the usages of the Society of Friends; and 1 marriage 
was of members of the Jewish persuasion. Of the entire number of 
marriages in 1864 there were contracted iu the quarter ending the last day 
of March, 9,002 ; of June, 6,023 ; of September, 5,512 ; of December, 6,269. 

The following table gives a statement showing in continuation of the 
return in my report for 1863, the number of marriages solemnized in 
Ireland under the Marriages Act of 1844, distinguishing the mode of 
celebration : —

There is not any return made to me of the places of worship belonging 
to Roman Catholics in which marriages are celebrated ; but under the tvt 
& 8th Tic., cap. 81, I am enabled to state as regards other religious per- 
suasions, that there were 1,451 Churches and Chapels of the Establish 
Church, 573 registered Presbyterian Meeting-houses, and 188^ Registered 
Buildings belonging to various denominations, in which marriages mig® 
lawfully be solemnized, on the 31st December, 1864. During the year low

The births registered in Ireland during 1864, amounted to 136,414, Of 
these, 70,075 were males, and 66,339 females, being in the proportion of 
105-6 boys to every 100 girls. In England, in the same year, the like 
number of males to 100 females was 104-2; and in Scotland 104-4. 

The rate per cent, of births to the estimated population was 2-404. In 
England the rate was 3'564, and in Scotland 3'634. 

There were 5,180 illegitimate births, of which 2,631 were those of males, 
and 2,549 females. The proportion to the total number of births bein» 
3-8 in every 100. The rate in England was 6'4, and in Scotland 9-,9 per- 
cent. The highest rates, 6’2 and 5T, of illegitimate children in every 
100 bom, occurred in the North Eastern and South Eastern Divisions 
respectively. 

The following table shows the proportion of legitimate and illegitimate 
births registered in each of the eight Divisions in 1864.

DEATHS. 

The deaths registered in 1864 numbered 93,144, of which 46,346 were 
males, and 46,798 females, being in the proportion of 1-641 per cent, of the 
estimated population, or in a ratio of 1 registered death to every 61 per- 
sons. The proportion in England for the same year was 2-386 per cent., 
or 1 in 42 ; and in' Scotland 2-386 per cent., or 1 in 42.

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Of the total persons whose deaths were registered during the year 
26 92 in every 100 were children under 5 years old — of these 28'65 per 
cent, were boys, and 25'20 per cent, girls. 13'69 per cent, of the men, and 
15-32 per cent, of the women, whose deaths were registered had passed 
their 75th year. 6J males and 73 females in every 10,000 of the persons 
whose deaths were registered were stated in the returns to he over 95 
years of age. 



SBSIGSJiS.TSOEr. 

During the year 1864 the number of persons who left the ports of Ire- 
land amounted to 114,169 ; of these 60,692 were males and 53,477 
females. Of the whole number 19,790, or 17’3 per cent., were from 
Leinster ; 48,397, or 42’4 per cent., from Munster ; 19,853, or 17'4 per cent., 
from Ulster ; and 18,121, or 15'9 per cent., from Connaught : 8,008 persons, 
or 70 per cent., did not state the county or province to which they belonged. 



The following meteorological observations, taken at the Ordnance 
Survey office* Phoenix Park, Dublin, during the year 1864, have been 
furnished by Captain Wilkinson, g.®,, by direction of the Superintendent 
of the Ordnance Survey. 

The mean value of the barometrical readings during the year 1864, was 
29 76 3 inches ; for the first quarter it was 29'725 inches, for the second 
quarter 29'838 inches, for the third 29'804 inches, and for the fourth 
quarter it was 29'686 inches. The highest reading during the year 
(30-587 inches) occurred on the 6th November, at 9.30 A.M., the wind at 
the time blowing from the S.E. ; the lowest reading also occurred in 

November the instrument on the 13th of that month, at 9.30 P.M., 

marking only 28'390 inches ; the wind blowing from the same point. 

The mean temperature of the air for the year was 49-0° ; the mean for 
the first quarter was 40-2°, for the second 53'6°, for the third 57'8°, and for 
the fourth quarter 44-4°. The maximum registered by the thermometer 
was 81’4°, which occurred in August; and the minimum reading was 
14-8°, registered in January; geraniums, calceolarias, &c., &c., which 
remained out of doors were ldlled by the frost on the 4th of this month, 
up to which date they were fresh and green, and in many cases in bloom ; 
the frost was more intense during this month than it had been since 
December, 1859. On the afternoon of the 19th March a large yellow 
butterfly was seen flying about the garden attached to the Ordnance 
Survey Office, Phoenix Park. 

The nights during the latter part of the month of May were unusually 
cold. On the 21st of August the minimum temperature on grass was 28'7°, 
nearly 3J degrees below freezing point; the maximum in the sun’s rays was 
84-2°, showing a range for the day of 55-5°. During the month of 
December the temperature on the grass was below 32° on 16 nights, viz., 
7th, 8th, 9th, 15th, Hith. J8tb, 19th, 20, th, 21st, 23rd, 24th, 25th, 26th, 
27th, 30th, and 31st. 

* Latitude, .53° 21' 44"-65 North. Longitude, 6° 21' 6"-35 West. Height above the sea, 158-8 feet. 
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The rainfall during the year measured only 25-487 inches ; of which 
nunntitv 5 -227 fell during the first quarter, 4-083 during the second, 4-lo7 
rSe third, and 1#040 during the last quarter. The greatest rain- 
fall in 24 hours was 1-696 inches, which oecufed m October. The wind 
blew from the east during the year much more frequently than usual viz., 
69 davs It blew on 21 days from N., 31 days from N.E., -d days fiom 
S E., 23 days from S., 93 days from S.W., 79 days from y ) and 24 days 
from N.W., at 9.30 A.M.* 



As regards the working of the measures for the Registration of Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages in Ireland, judging from the number of each oi 
these events recorded in 1864, 1 consider that many Births, Deaths, and 

Marriages have not been registered. 

In Several instances prosecutions have been resorted to with some 
advantage; but notwithstanding the exertions made to induce a general 
compliance with the law throughout the country numerous cases of negtect 
to register births and deaths have been reported to me by the District 
Bertstrars, but frequently at too late a period after them occurrence to 
allow of the parties being proceeded against at the Petty Sessions. 

I regret to add that the registration of marriages under the -0th A 
97th Vic cap. 90, is not at all satisfactory m some Districts owmg to the 
Clergy who have celebrated the marriages having declined to sign the 

“ThT^iag^sTolemnized under the provisions of the 7th & 8th Vic., cap. 
81, which came into operation m 1845, arq, I believe all registered.

Quarter — January, February, March . 

The Superintendent Registrars’ Districts or Unions have, for statistical pur- 
poses, been grouped into eight divisions, which may be briefly described as 
follows : — 

Ho, s, TU© TTortfe-ssastejra division— is situated altogether in the province of 
Ulster, and contains 20 Unions or Superintendent Registrars’ Districts, extending 
over an area of 2,328,305 statute acres, or 3,638 square miles ; its population by 
the Census in 1861, amounted to 1,124,041, or 309 persons to the square mile. 

This division may be topographically described by a line passing south ward from 
Lough Foyle through the Counties of Londonderry, Tyrone, and Armagh, to Lough 
Dawn, in the County of Monaghan, and thence eastward to Carlingford Lough, the 
north and east being on the seaboard. 

This division comprises the whole of the Counties of Antrim and Down, and 
portions of the Counties of Londonderry, Tyrone, Armagh, and Monaghan. It 
contains Belfast and other manufacturing towns. 

The number of births registered in this division during the first quarter of the 
year 1864 amounted to 5,821, being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in 48, esti- 
mated on the population of 1861 ; and the number of deaths registered during the 
same period amounted to 6,075, being equal to an annual mortality of 1 in every 
46 of the population in 1861, varying from 1 in 31 in the Union of Belfast to 1 in 
59 in that of Castleblayney. 

XJo. sz. Tlie XJortli- Western Bivision— is bounded on the east by the division Iasi 
described, from Lough Foyle to a point a little south of Six Mile Cross, in the 
County of Tyrone, and may be described by a line drawn thence S.W. through the 
County of Fermanagh to the south of Enniskillen, embracing that portion of the 
north-west angle of the County of Cavan belonging to the Enniskillen Union, into 
the County of Leitrim, crossing Lough Allen, thence into the County of Sligo, to a 
point situated to the southward of the town of Ballymote, and thence extending 
north to Ballysadare Bay ; the remainder of the division is bounded by the sea, 
It contains Loughs Erne, and Derg, and part of Lough Allen, and large portions oi 
it are mountainous. 

This division is situated partly in Ulster and partly in Connaught, and includes 
the entire of the County of Donegal, portions of the Counties of Cavan, Fermanagh, 
Londonderry, and Tyrone, in the province of Ulster; and parts of Leitrim and Sligo, 
in the province of Connaught. It contains 17 Superintendent Registrars’ Districts 
or Unions, covering an area of 2,392,501 statute acres, or 3,738 square miles. In 
1861 the population amounted to 574,745, or 154 persons to the square mile. 

The number of births registered in this division during the quarter ending the 
31st March amounted to 2,502, or an annual ratio of 1 in 57 of the popula- 
tion just mentioned. The number of deaths registered was 2,540, affording a simi- 
lar ratio. The highest rate of mortality was in the Union of Londonderry— -it 
amounted to 1 in 38 of the population in 1861. 

Ho. sxe. Trie Sasterm Bivisiom— is situated in the provinces of Leinster and 
Ulster; it extends along the Irish Sea and St. George’s Channel, from Warreus- 
point, in the County of Down, to the south of Cahore Point, in the County of Wex- 
ford, stretching inland about 25 miles, and embracing the Counties of Louth, Dublin, 
and Wicklow, and portions of the Counties of Carlow, Cavan, Kildare, Meath, and 
Wexford ; together with small portions of the Counties of Armagh and Monaghan. 
It contains 19 Unions or Superintendent Registrars’ Districts, and covers an area 
of 1,993,016 statute acres, or 3,114 square miles ; and in 1861 had a population of 
829,569, or 266 persons to the square mile. 

The number of births registered in this division during the quarter ending March 
31st, was 4,269, representing an annual ratio of 1 in 49, estimated on the popula- 
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tion in 1861. The number of deaths registered during the same period amounted 
to 4,694, or an annual mortality of 1 in 44, varying from 1 in 36 in the Worth 
Dublin and South Dublin Unions, to 1 in 66 in the Union of Rathdrum, and 1 in 
67 in that of Kells. 

mo. sv. She sffcTtii Midland division— is situated in the provinces of Leinster, 
Ulster, and Connaught, and extends southward from its junction with the “North- 
Western” division near Six Mile Cross, in the County of Tyrone, to Tyrrellspass, 
in the County of Westmeath. Virginia, in the County of Cavan, is situated on its 
eastern border, and Tulsk, in the County of Roscommon, on its western. It em- 
braces the County of Longford, and portions of the Counties of Cavan, Fermanagh, 
Leitrim, Meath, Monaghan, Roscommon, and Westmeath ; that part of the County of 
Tyrone included in the Clogher Union, and a very small portion of the County of 
Galway, situated in the Roscommon Union, and amounting to 4,689 statute acres. 

There are 18 Unions or Superintendent Registrars’ Districts in this division, ex- 
tending over an area of 2,019,408 statute acres, or 3,155 square miles; and the 
population in 1801 was 575,289, or 182 persons to the square mile. 

' The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 2,694, being 
equal to an annual ratio of 1 in 53, calculated on the population of 1861. The 
number of deaths registered during the samet/period was 2,455, or an annual mor- 
tality of 1 in 59, varying from 1 in 46 in the Union of Athlone to 1 in 70 in that 
of Oldcastle. 

Ho. v. T2ie s©ut& SEidiand Division— situated in the provinces of Leinster and 
Munster, extends from the Hill of Down, in the county of Meath, southward to 
Boms, in the County of Carlow. Its southern boundary may be described by a 
line drawn thence to New Birmingham, in the County of Tipperary, and from that 
point south to Fethard, in the same County, thence westward to the northern base 
of the Galty mountains, and extending thence in a north-westerly direction to 
Pallasgreen, in the County of Limerick. On the east it is bounded by the “Eastern” 
division, and on the west by the “Western” and the “'South Western” divisions. 
It embraces the King’s and Queen’s Counties, and portions of the Counties of Car- 
low, Kildare, Kilkenny, Limerick, Meath, Tipperary, and Westmeath. It contains 
17 Unions or Superintendent Registrars’ Districts, occupying an area of 2,361,709 
statute acres, or 3,690 square miles ; the population, in 1861, was 515,272, or 140 
persons to the square mile. 

The number of births registered in this division during the quarter ending 31st 
March amounted to 2,672, or an annual ratio of 1 in 48, estimated on the 
population in 1861, being similar to the average in the North-Eastern division. 
The number of deaths registered during the same period was 2,493, affording an 
annual mortality of 1 in 52, varying from 1 in 39 in the Union of Kilkenny to 1 in 
66 in the Union of Borrisokane. 

Ho. vs. i?lie v. r sstern pinion. — This Division extends southwards from Sligo 
and Killala Bays to the northern bank of the River Shannon, lying westward off 
Limerick, the extreme points, north and south, being Benwee Head, in the County 
of Mayo, and Loop Head, in the County of Clare, a distance in or about 120 miles, 
which, however, does not represent the extent of seaboard, the western coast being 
indented bv numerous bays and inlets. This division has been extended much 
more inland than the eastern division, as from its exposure to the Atlantic 
Ocean, and the prevalence of westerly winds (which blow for nearly three-fourths 
of the year), the climate must be affected for a considerable distance inland ; the 
Unions situated on the extreme east are Boyle, Castlereagh, Glennamaddy, Mount- 
hellew, Ballinasloe, and Portumna. 

This division embraces nearly the whole of the province of Connaught, and 
I almost the whole of the County of Clare, in the province of Munster. It contains 
31 Unions or Superintendent Registrars’ Districts, covering an area of 4,088,459 
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statute acres, or 6,388 square miles ; and the population in 1861 was 822,878 or 
129 persons to the square mile. 

The number of births registered in this division during the quarter amounted to 
3,669, being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in 56, estimated on the population in 
1861. The number of deaths registered during the same period amounted to 
2,937, or 1 in 70, varying from 1 in 48 in the Union of JBallinasloe to 1 in 122 in 
the Union of Belmullet. 

sro. vsz. The South-Eastern division. — This division extends from its junction 
with the “Eastern” division southward of Oahore Point, in the County of Wexford 
along the eastern and southern coasts to the east of Cork Harbour, and is bounded 
on the north by the South Midland division. It embraces the County of Water- 
ford ; nearly the whole of the County of Wexford ; parts of the comities of Carlow, 
Kilkenny, and Tipperary ; that portion of the County of Limerick (38,550 acres) 
comprised in the Mitchelstown Union, and a portion of the eastern side of Cork 
County. It contains 16 Unions or Superintendent Registrars’ Districts, extending 
over an area of 1,826,172 statute acres, or 2,853 square miles ; and its population 
in 1861 amounted to 500,957, or 176 persons to the square mile. 

The number of births registered in this division during the quarter ending 31st 
March amounted to 2,947, affording an annual ratio of 1 in 42, estimated on 
the number of inhabitants in 1861 ; and the number of deaths registered during 
the same period was very similar, viz., 2,926, representing an annual mortality of 
1 in 43, ranging from 1 in 35 in the Union of Carrick-on-Suir to 1 in 68 in that 
of Mitchelstown. 

2ffo. VSXS. The South-Western division — extends along the southern and 
western coasts from Cork Harbour to the River Shannon, and embraces the County 
of Kerry, nearly the whole of the Counties of Cork and Limerick, and a small 
portion of the County of Clare, comprised in the Limerick Union. 

The south-western division contains 25 Unions or Superintendent Registrars 
Districts, covering 3,313,071 statute acres, or 5,177 square miles ; and the popu- 
lation in 1861 was 855,813, or 165 persons to the square mile. 

The number of births registered in this division during the quarter ending 31st 
March last, amounted to 5,605, being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in 38, estimated 
on the population in 1861 ; and the number of deaths registered during the same 
period was. 3,923, affording an annual mortality of 1 in 55, calculated on the 
population in 1861, varying from 1 in 45 in the Union of Limerick to 1 in 95 in 
the Union or Superintendent Registrar’s District of Cahersiveen,

Population. — The area of Ireland (exclusive of the larger rivers, lakes, and tide- 
ways) amounts, according to the Ordnance Survey, to 20,322,641 statute acres, and 
the population by the Census in 1861 being 5,798,967, the number of persons to 
the square mile at that period was, therefore, 183; varying considerably in the 
eight divisions into which the country has been divided in the following tables. 
The two divisions most densely populated are the “ North-Eastern,” (309 persons 
to the square mile) and the “ Eastern,” (266) ; the former containing the only large 
manufacturing district in Ireland, and the latter, the Metropolis ; the other divisions 
range as follows with regard to the number of persons to the square mile — the 
“ North Midland,” 182; the “South-Eastern,” 176; the “ South-Western,” 165; 
the “North-Western,” 154 ; the “ South Midland,” 140 ; and the “Western,” 129. 

iwcarriag'es. — The number of marriages registered in Ireland during the three 
months ending 31st March amounted to 9,602, being equal to an annual ratio of 1 
in every 151 of the population in 1861. 
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Sirths—Tlie total number of births registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ending the 31st March, amounted to 30,179, being at the annual rate of 1 in 
4i! estimated on the population in 1861. The division in which the largest number 
of births, in proportion to the population, was registered was the “South-Western ” 
the ratio being 1 in 38 ; the other divisions range in the following order — the 
“South-Eastern/’ 1 in 42; the “South Midland,” and the “North-Eastern,” each, 
1 in 48 ; the “Eastern,” 1 in 49 ; the “ North Midland,” 1 in 53 ; the “ Western,” 
lin 56 ; and the “ North- Western,” 1 in 57. 

Beatbs. — The total number of deaths registered in Ireland during that quarter 
of the year 1864 at present under consideration, amounted to 28,043, which is 
equal to an annual mortality of 1 in 52, estimated on the number of inhabitants 
in 1861. The divisions in which the mortality was greatest, in comparison 
with their population, were the “South-Eastern,” and “ Eastern,” which afforded 
returns respectively equal to 1 in 43 and 1 in 44 of their inhabitants in 1861; the 
other divisions follow thus — the “ North-Eastern,” 1 in 46 ; the “ South Midland,” 
lin 52; the “South-Western,” 1 in 55; the “North-Western,” 1 in 57; the 
“North Midland,” 1 in 59 ; and the “Western,” 1 in 70. 

The following statement presents at a glance the order in which the eight di- 
visions range with regard to density of population, and comparative number of 
births and of deaths to the population in 1861 : —

Prom this it will be seen that the “ North-Eastern” division which ranks first 
wuh respect to density of population, conies fourth as regards the comparative 
numoer of births to the population, and third as regards the number of deaths ; 
that the “South-Western” division, which ranks first with regard to the number of 
births in proportion to its population, comes fifth both as to density of population 
. uuni ber of deaths registered during the quarter in comparison with its popula- 
tion ; and that the “South-Eastern” division, which ranks first with regard to the 
number of deaths registered when compared with the number of its inhabitants, 
comes fourth as to density of population, and second with regard to the comparative 
number of births to its population.

Marriages.— The number of marriages registered in Ireland during the three 
months ending the 30th of June, amounted to 6,023, being equal to au annual 
rate oi 1. marriage to every 241 of the population. The number returned during 
tbe previous quarter amounted to 9,602, which afforded an annual ratio of 1 in 
e 'eiy 151 of thd population.* Although it is probable that many marriages may 
not have been registered during either period, still the great disproportion between 
he numbers in each quarter may be, in some degree, accounted for by the fact 
that a large proportion of Roman Catholic marriages takes place before Lent. 

Births.— That the number of births registered during the second quarter — 
<m mg June 30th— should much exceed the number registered during the previous 
luarter, is a result which was anticipated ; for although every effort was made

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Quarterly to inform tlie P^lic tiiafc tlie Registration Act would come into operation on the 
Reports. 1st of January, it could not be expected that all the births which occurred duriiw 
s — th & first quarter would he registered within it. Many, perhaps from ignorance* 

Quarter, failed to register the births ; while others, though aware of the existence of the 
Act, either from negligence or to avoid trouble, did not comply with its provisions. 
As the time allowed to intervene from the birth of a child previous to notice 
being given to the Registrar is twenty-one days, it may be assumed that a moiety 
of the births which occur during the last twenty-one days of the quarter, instead 
of being then registered, appear on the register of the following quarter. 

The number of births registered during the three months ending on the last day 
of March, amounted to 30,179, which afforded an annual ratio of 1 birth in every 48 
of the population ;* the number registered during the following three months, ending 
on June 30th, amounted to 38,715 ; showing an increase of 8,536 on the previous 
quarter, and affording an annual ratio of 1 birth in every 37 of the population.* 

If the numbers registered during the two quarters be added together, the sum of 
the births registered during the six months will afford an annual ratio of 1 in 
every 42 of the population ;* but in reference to this calculation it must be borne 
in mind that very many of the births which occurred during the last twenty-one 
days of the second quarter, were not registered before the commencement of the 
third quarter, and are, therefore, not included. 

The number of births registered in each of the eight Divisions into which the 
country has been divided, for statistical purposes, will be subsequently noticed. 

Meatus.— The number of deaths registered during the quarter ending March 
31st was 28,043, which afforded an annual ratio of 1 in every 52, of ike popu- 
lation.* The number registered during the quarter ending June 30th amounted 
to 24,155, showing a decrease of 3,888, and affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 
60 of the population."' The decrease of the mortality during the second quarter 
may be attributed to the mildness of the season. During the first three months of 
the year the weather was very severe, and the mortality amongst the aged and 
infirm was consequently great. This accords with the returns of the Registrars- 
General England and Scotland. 

Taking the number of deaths registered during the two quarters, it is found to 
yield an annual ratio of 1 death in every 56 of the population.* 

The number of deaths registered in the several Divisions will be noticed in the 
following pages. 



The months of April, May, and June were of a mild character. 

Themean height of the barometer during the quarter, at the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phcenix Park, Dublin, was 29*838 inches, the mean maximum was 30*135, and the 
mean minimum 29*376. The mean temperature of the air was 53*6°, the mean 
maximum having been 73*9°, and the mean minimum 31*3°. The mean of the dry 
bulb during the quarter was 54*5°. The average monthly rain-fall was 1 *361 inches.

The number of deaths registered in this division during the second quarter 
amounted to 5,369, affording an annual ratio of 1 in 52 of the population,"' and 
being a decrease of 706 when compared with the number registered during the 
previous quarter.

In 
the latter Union the number of deaths registered was equal to an annual ratio of 
1 in every 38 of the inhabitants, and in Belfast it was 1 in 39.

From the above Table it will be seen that during the quarter ending 30tli June 
there were registered in the province of Munster 10,999 births, affording an annual 
ratio of 1 in 35 of the population ;* in Ulster 12,784 births were registered, and 
in Leinster 9,462 — in both instances representing an annual ratio of 1 in 38 of 
the inhabitants;* and in Connaught the number registered was 5,470, being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 1 in 42 of its inhabitants.* 

Taking the total number of births registered during the six months, the annual 
ratio to the population afforded by Munster appears to be 1 in 37 ; by Leinster

It will be seen from the foregoing that the birth-rate in the Clifden Union, al- 
though high, is very uniform, whereas in the Union of Oughterard the high rate 
is made up by the very unusual ratio in the Registrar’s District of Lettermore, 
where the birth-rate during the year was 1 in 26 '2 of the population."

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Letter to the IUxustkah-Oenekal on the Causes of Death in Ireland, 
from William M. Burke, e.c.p.i. 



Year. 1364. 



Sir, 

I have the honour of submitting to you some brief observations on the assigned 
causes of the deaths registered in Ireland during the year 1864. 

I think it advisable to italicise the word “registered,” for there can be no doubt 
that the number of deaths registered very imperfectly represents the total deaths 
which occurred during the year. 

I. Zymotic Diseases. 

The number of deaths resulting from zymotic diseases amounted to 19,064, or 
1 in every 4-9 of the total deaths, and showing a mortality of 3-4 in every 1,000 
of the estimated population.* Fever proved fatal in 5,152 instances, being in the 
proportion of 1 in every 1S-1 of the total deaths. Typhus, typhoid fever or typhia, 
relapsing fever or typhinia, and infantile remittent fever, are all tabulated under 
the head of fever. The forms of fever most prevalent during the year were 
typhus and typhoid, the former proving most fatal. The relapsing fever or 
typhinia, which was so general during the famine years, has not been frequently 
observed of late. Of the persons whose deaths were ascribed to fever, 2,676 
were males, and 2,47 6 females. 

Scarlatina, a disease which chiefly attacks young people, and frequently proves 
rapidly fatal, caused 2,605 deaths, being in the proportion of 1 in every 35-8 of all 
the deaths registered. Epidemics of scarlatina were reported from various dis- 
tricts. Amongst those which suffered most were the Unions of Galway, Ough- 
terard and Ballinrobe, in the western division ; and Tralee and Kenmare in the 
south-western division. 

Diarrhrea killed 1,962 persons, or 1 in every 4.7'5 of the total deaths. Croup was 
the cause of 1,936 deaths— 1,019 males and 917 females; this disease appears to 
be more fatal in Ireland than in England or Scotland, since 1 in every 48T of the 
total deaths resulted from croup ; whereas, according to the Reports of the Regis- 
trars-General of England and Scotland for the year 1864, the proportional 
number of deaths from croup were, in England, 1 in every 73, and in Scotland 
1 in every 53. The deaths from whooping cough numbered 1*735 — 777 males 
and 958 females.. Diphtheria caused 661 deaths; it was very prevalent in the 
north-eastern division. 

Small-pox proved fatal in 854 instances. Of the deaths from small-pox 318 
occurred in the north-eastern division (of which number 105 occurred in the 
Union of Belfast) ; 110 in the north-western ; the remainder being distributed 
throughout the other divisions. 

Hydrophobia caused 7 deaths — 6 males and 1 female. 

Three men and 1 woman died from glanders. 

* The population of Ireland in the middle of the year 18G4 is estimated as 5,675,307. 
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II. Constitutional Diseases. 

The number of deaths referred to constitutional diseases amounted to 17,731, 
or 1 in every 3-2 of the total deaths registered, and 3-1 to every 1,000 of the 
estimated population 

The number of persons who fell victims to phthisis, or pulmonary consumption 
amounted to 9,735 4,740 males and 4,995 females. In both sexes the majority 
of deaths from phthisis occurred between the ages of 15 and 35 years 

-,272 deaths 997 males and 1,375 females-were tabulated under the head of 
dropsy which is generally a secondary affection, depending on some visceral disease, 
and not a disease per se. 

Of the deaths from cancer (1,498), 664 were of males, and 834 of females • 
be ween the ages of 55 and 75 cancer proved most fatal to males, and to females 
between 45 and 65. 

Tabes mesenterica proved fatal to 1,667 persons, the majority of whom were 
under 5 years of age. 

l,0^otel C th P s haI “ S ’ an0ther SCr0fulOUS disease ’ chiefly affecting children, furnished 

1,224 deaths were returned simply as from scrofula. 



III. Local Diseases. 

To this class of diseases 33,445 deaths were referred, being in the proportion of 
1 in every 2 '8 of the total deaths, and affording a ratio of 5-9 deaths to 1,000 of 
the estimated population. 1 

Prom diseases of the nervous system there died 8,852 persons-4,825 males and 
,0-7 females, of these nearly one-half the number (3,981) were ascribed to’ 
vulsmns, the majority of the victims being children under 1 year old i 

The deaths from apoplexy of males exceeded those of females by 148 The 
proportmnal number of deaths from apoplexy to the total deaths was 1 in every

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The various diseases of the organs of digestion terminated fatally in 4,682 
instances — 2,534 males, and 2,148 females. Though gastritis, or inflammation of 
the stomach is not often met with in practice, yet 180 deaths were attributed to that 
disease. Inflammation of the bowels (enteritis) was the cause of 612 deaths. 
270 deaths were referred to peritonitis, or inflammation of the serous covering of 
the intestines. 

The deaths of 259 males and 155 females, were ascribed to ileus, under which 
heading deaths from obstruction of the bowels, constipation, &c., were included. 

1,163 deaths were vaguely returned as caused by stomach diseases unspecified. 
Hepatitis or inflammation of the liver is stated to have been the cause of 162 
deaths j jaundice of 240 ; and liver disease, unspecified, of 938. 

The mortality from diseases of the urinary organs was more than three-fold 
greater among men than women ; the deaths of males numbering 743 against 217 
females. 

Of the above number, 210 were caused by nephria- or Bright’s disease; 28 by 
nephritis or inflammation of the kidneys; 109 by diabetes. 

Two males and 185 females died from diseases of the organs of generation. 

Diseases of the organs of locomotion caused 205 deaths — 117 males and 88 
females. 

Two hundred and forty-nine deaths were attributed to diseases affecting the in- 
tegumentary system ; of these, 19 were referred to phlegmon, 97 to ulcer, and the 
remainder to skin diseases unspecified. 

IV. Developmental Diseases. 

tinder the above heading were tabulated 13,668, or 1 in every 6*8 of the total 
deaths, and representing a rate of mortality of 2’4 to 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion. 

Two hundred and forty-six children who were prematurely born, died; 14 died 
from cyanosis, none having survived the fifth year. Spina bifida caused 17 deaths; 
the deaths of 42 children were returned under the head of other malformations; 
and 231 children were cut off during the period of dentition. 

Twelve deaths were ascribed to paramenia or disordered menstruation. 

The deaths from childbirth amounted to 606 ; and if the deaths from metria, or 
puerperal fever, be added, the total deaths resulting from child-bearing, will have 
been 879, so that for every 155 births registered, one mother died. 

Eight thousand seven hundred and fifty-eight persons were said to have died of 
old age — 3,603 men, and 5,155 women. 

To atrophy and debility 3,742 deaths were attributed. 

V. Violent Deaths. 

The deaths of 4 persons in every 10,000 of the estimated population resulted 
from violence. The total number registered under the head of violent deaths was 
2,210 or 1 in every 42*1 of all the deaths returned. 

One thousand nine hundred and forty-two of the violent deaths were ascribed to 
accidental causes ; 608 from fractures and contusions ; 24 from gunshot wounds ; 
18 from cuts or stabs ; 619 persons lost their lives by burns or scalds — 285 males 
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and 334 females; 1 in every 150*5 of tlie total deaths registered, was from the 
effects of fire. 

Accidental poisoning was the cause of 25 deaths. 

The deaths fromaccidental drowning amounted to 440 — 344 males and 96 females. 

71 deaths were caused hy suffocation. 

A man aged 38, and a woman aged 75, were killed by lightning. 

The particular kind of accident was not specified in 137 instances. 

Forty-eight deaths, including 13 cases of infanticide, were tabulated under the 
head of murder and manslaughter, 25 being referred to the former. 

The deaths from suicide amounted to 84—64 males and 20 females ; the number 
of persons who died by self-destruction was 15 to 1,000,000 of the estimated 
population. 

The suicidal means resorted to were— gunshot wounds, 4 males ; cuts or stabs, 
18 males and 4 females ; poison, 2 males and 1 female ; drowning, 6 males and 
5 females; hanging, 23 males and 7 females; and in the instances of 11 males 
and 3 females, the means adopted to commit suicide were not stated in the returns. 

Two men were executed during the year. 

One hundred and thirty-six of the violent deaths were not classed. 

In 502 instances of sudden death, the cause was not ascertained. 

The cause of death was unspecified, or so ill-defined as not to admit of classifica- 
tion in 6,504 instances, being equal to 1 in 14*3, or nearly 7 per cent, of the total 
deaths. 

The non-specification of the cause of death varied in the returns from the eight 
divisions. In the North Midland Division the cause of death was ill-defined in 
1 in 10 ; in the South-Eastern, 1 in 10 ‘ 5 ; North-Western, 1 in 10-8 ; South-Western, 
1 in 12-7 ; Western, 1 in 13*6 ; North-Eastern, 1 in 15 ; South-Midland, 1 in 
18-6 ; while in the Eastern Division in only 1 in 33'7 of the deaths was the cause 
unspecified or ill-defined.

Notice by the Registrar-General of Births, Deaths, and Marriages : 
Furnished under the provisions of the Act 26th Vic., cap. 11, for the 
Registration of Births and Deaths ; — the Act 26th and 27th Vic., cap. 
90, to provide for the Registration of Marriages celebrated by the 
Roman Catholic Clergy; — and the Act 26th and 27th Vic., cap. 52, to 
make Compulsory the practice of Vaccination in Ireland. 

Acts required to be done for the purpose of Registering any Birth or Death, 
occurring in Ireland, on and after the First day of January, 1864. 

REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS— 26tii Vic. Cap. 11. 

Districts. 

Registration Districts . — On and after the First day of January, 1864, each 
Dispensary District of a Poor Law Union will be a Registrar’s District for the 
Registration of Births and Deaths, until the same shall be sub-divided by the 
Registrar-General, in case it be found necessary for public convenience to make 
any sub-division. In the event of any alteration being made in a District, such 
alteration shall be published by the Registrar-General within the Union in which 
the District is situated, and elsewhere, as may be deemed expedient. The several 
Dispensary Districts which comprise a Poor Law Union will form a Superintendent 
Registrar’s District, except in such cases as the Boundaries may be altered by the 
Registrar-General, with the approval of the Lord Lieutenant, of which due notice 
will be given. 
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Registrars. 

Registrars of Births and Deaths.— The Medical Officer of each Dispensary 
District will be the Registrar of Births and Deatbs within the said District. In 
the event of the Medical Officer declining to act as Registrar, the Guardians of the 
Union in which such District is situated shall appoint a fit person to the Office of 
Registrar. Notice of all Changes in the Office of Registrar will be given by 
advertisement in some Newspaper circulating in the County in which the District 
is situated. The Registrar is required to cause his name, with the addition of 
Registrar of Births and Deaths, and the Days and Hours at which he will attend 
his Residence or place of Business, to be fixed in some conspicuous position on or 
near the Outer-door of his Dwelling-house or known place of business. A list of 
the Names and Residences, or known place of Business of every Registrar of Births 
and Deaths under his superintendence shall be printed and published by the Super- 
intendent Registrar. Births and Deaths may be Registered at a Dispensary 
Station or Vaccination Station, or at the place of Residence of the person or 
persons giving information to the Registrar of the District. 



Registration op Births. 

. Information to be given respecting Births.— The persons required to give Informa- 
tion as to the Birth of any Child born in Ireland, on and after the First day of 
January, 1864, are the following: — 

1. The Parents or Parent ; or, 

In case of the death or inability of the Parents or Parent, 

2. The Occupier of the House or Tenement in which, to his or lie? knowledge, 
such Child was born ; or, 

3. The Nurse ; or, 

4. Any person present at the Birth of such Child. 

The particulars required to be stated to the Registrar are 

1. The Date and Place of Birth. 

2. The Name (if any). 

3. The Sex. 



4. The Name and Surname, and Dwelling-place of Father. 

5. The Name and Surname, and Maiden Surname of Mother. 

6. The Rank, Profession, or Occupation of Father. 

Each entry m the Register of Births must be signed by the Informant and the 
Registrar, and must show the qualification and residence of the person by whom 
the Information is given, and also the date of Registry. 

Notices of all Births must he given to the Registrar of the District within txeenty- 
one days next after the Berth. All persons required by this Act failing to give 
h otice of any Birth, within twenty-one days will be liable to a penalty of Twenty 
SfoUmgs. Information must be given to the Registrar of the several particulars 
required to be Registered upon the personal or written requisition of the Registrar 
at some Dispensary Station or Vaccination Station in his District or at the Resi- 
dence of the Parents or Persons giving Information, within Three Calendar Montis, 
under a Penalty of Forty Shillings. 

The Name given in Baptism may he Registered within Six Calendar Months after 
Registration of the Birth, by the Parent or Guardian of such Child, or other person 
procuring such Name to be given, on the delivery to the Registrar or Superintendent 
Registrar of the District in whose custody the Register of the Birth of the Child 
may then happen to be, of a Certificate according to Form 0. in the said Act, signed 
by the Olcrgyinari, Minister, or Officiating person who shall have performed the 
Rite of Baptism. 1 

In the case of the Parents of any child not recognizing the Sacrament of Baptism, 
or Infant Baptism, when a Name shall have been given to such Child by its Parents 
or Guardians other than that by which it may have been Registered, such Parents 
or Guardians, within Six Months after the Birth shall ham been Registered, may 
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deliver to the Registrar or Superintendent Registrar in whose custody the Register 
of the Birth of the Child may then happen to he, a Certificate according to Form 
F. to the said Act annexed, signed by such Parents or Guardians. 

A Fee of One Shilling is payable to the Clergyman or other person from whom 
the Certificate as aforesaid is procured, and a Fee of One Shilling to the Registrar 
or Superintendent Registrar for Registering the Name of the Child. 

After Six Calendar" Months such Certificate as aforesaid shall be delivered to the 
Registrar or Superintendent Registrar, only with the written authority of one or 
more Justice or Justices of the Peace presiding at the Petty Sessions of the District 
in which such Parents or Guardians reside, or in the Police District of Dublin 
Metropolis, of one or more Divisional Justice or Justices within the said District 
A fee of One Shilling is payable to the Registrar or Superintendent Registrar on 
Registering the Name of such Child from the said Certificate. 

Registry of Births after Three Months.— When the Birth of a Child shall not have 
been Registered within Three Months from the time it was Born, the person pre- 
sent at the Birth of the Child, or the Father or Mother, or Guardian thereof, may, 
within Six Calendar Months next after the Birth of such Child, make, before the 
Superintendent Registrar, a Declaration, in writing, of the particulars required to 
be known touching the Birth of such Child, according to the best of his or her 
knowledge and belief, and the Registrar shall, in the presence of the Superintendent 
Registrar, Register the Birth of such Child, on payment of a Fee of 2s. 6d. to the 
Superintendent Registrar, and of 2s. 6d. to the Registrar, unless the delay m the 
Registry of such Birth shall have been occasioned by default of the Registrar. 

Limitation of the Time of Registry of Births.— After the expiration of Six Months 
following the Birth of any Child, no Registrar is authorized to Register the Birth 
of such Child. , T . 

New-horn Children found Exposed. — Any person finding exposed any INew-oorn 
Child is required to give Notice thereof to the Registrar. 

Children Born at Sea.— The Births of Children, of Irish Parents, Born at Sea, are 
required to be notified to the Registrar-General, Dublin, by the Captain or Com- 
manding Oflicer of every British Vessel, iu which such Birth may take place, where- 
upon it will be entered in a book called “ The Marine Register Booh of Births kept 
in the Office of the Registrar-General. „ „ _ . _ . . _ 

Children Born in Foreign Countries.— The Births of Children, of *rish Parents, 
which shall take place in Foreign Countries, if certified in the prescribed Form by 
the British Consul of the Country or District in which such Birth shall take place, 
will be entered in a book to be called “ The Foreign Register ” kept for the purpose 
by the Registrar-General. . , , , 

Improper Registry of Birth after Six Months.— Persons knowingly causing to be 
Registered in any other way than is by the Act required, after the expiration of 
Three Months following the Birth, or after the expiration of Six Months from the 
Birth of the Child, except in the case of Children Born at Sea, or m a foreign 
Country, shall be liable to a Penalty of Five Pounds. 

Registration of Deaths. 

Information to he given respecting Deaths. — On and after the. First day ' of January, 
1864 Information as to every Death which shall take place in Ireland is required 
to be given to the Registrar of the District in which the death has occurred, by the 
following persons : — 

1. Some person present at the Death ; or, 

2. In attendance during the last illness of the person deceased ; or, 

3. The Occupier of the house or Tenement in which the Death took place ; or. 
If the Occupier be the person who shall have died— then, 

4. Some one or more persons residing in the house where the Death has 

occurred : or, if the Death has not happened in a house ; then, by 

5. Any person present at, or having a knowledge of, the circumstances attend- 

ing such Death. 
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Notice of the Death must be delivered to the Registrar within Seven Days next 
after its occurrence, under a penalty of Tiventy Shillings, in case of failure to give 
such Notice. The particulars to be Registered concerning such Death must be 
communicated to the Registrar, upon his personal or written Requisition, within 
Fourteen Days after the day of the Death, under a Penalty of Forty Shillings in case 
of failure. 

The Registrar will attend, personally, to receive the necessary Information at some 
Dispensary or Vaccination Station within his District, or at the Residence of the 
person giving the Information. 

The following are the particulars to be Registered — 

1. The Date and Place of Death. 

2. The Name and Surname of the Deceased. 

3. The Sex. 

4. The Condition as to Marriage, i.e., Bachelor, Spinster, Widower, or Widow. 

5. His or Her Age, last Birth-day. 

6. The Rank, Profession, or Occupation. 

7. The Certified cause of Death, and the Duration of Illness. 

Each entry in the Register of Deaths must be signed by the Informant and the 
Registrar, and must show the qualification and residence of the person by whom 
the Information is given, and also the date of Registry. 

Medical Certificate of Death .— Every duly qualified Medical Practitioner is 
required to forward to the Registrar, within Seven Days after the Death of the person 
whom he shall have attended in his last Illness, a Certificate setting forth the cause 
of Death. Forms of Certificate will be supplied by the Registrars of Births and 
Deaths. 

Dead Bodies found Exposed . — The Coroner, in every case of a Dead Body found 
Exposed, shall give Notice to the Registrar of the District where the same was 
found, and if an Inquest is held on such Dead Body, the Jury shall inquire as to 
the particulars to be Registered concerning the Death, and the Coroner shall com- 
municate the Finding of the Jury to the Registrar. 

Deaths at. Sea — The Deaths of Her Majesty’s Irish Subjects Dying at Sea, on 
Board of British Vessels, must be communicated to the' Registrar-General, Dublin, 
by the. Captains or Commanding Officers of Vessels on board of which such Deaths 
shall happen, the Deaths are then Registered by the Registrar-General, in l ‘The 
Marine Register Boole of Deaths .” 

Deaths in Foreign Countries.— The Deaths of Natives of Ireland, which shall take 
place in Foreign Countries, if intimated to the Registrar-General within Twelve 
Months, duly Certified by the British Consul of the Country or District in which 
such Death has taken place, will be entered in a book kept in the General Register 
Office, to be called “ The Foreign Register 



False Information.— Every person wilfully giving False Information, 
touching any of the particulars required to be known and Registered, as to any 
Birth or Death, shall be subject to the same Pains and Penalties as if Guilty of 
Perjury — Sec. 55. J 



REGISTRATION OF MARRIAGES 

Celebrated in Ireland by the Roman Catholic Clergy on and after the First day of 
January, 1864— 26th and 27th Vic., cap. 90. 

1 °n^ (l a ^, e i ^ ie January, 1864, any person whose Marriage is to 

be Celebrated by a Roman Catholic clergyman, is required to procure from the 
Registrar of the District, and to produce to the Clergyman by whom the Marriage 
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may be solemnized, a Certificate in which shall be inserted the following 
particulars : — 

1. The Date when Married. 

2. The Name and Surname of each of the parties Married. 

3. Their respective ages. 

4. Their condition, ie., whether Bachelor, Spinster, Widower, or Widow. 

5. Their Rank, Profession, or Occupation. 

6. The Residence of each of the parties at the time of their Marriage. 

7. The Name and Surname of the Father of each of the parties. 

8. The Rank, Profession, or Occupation, of the Father of each of the parties 
Married. 

Every such Certificate must state the place in which the Marriage was solem- 
nized, and be signed by the officiating Clergyman, and also by the 'parlies Married, and 
by two Witnesses. 

Every person whose Marriage has been celebrated by a Roman Catholic Clergy- 
man, must, within three days after his or her Marriage , deliver, or send by Post, the 
Certificate containing the necessary particulars, to the Registrar of the District 
wherein the Marriage was solemnized. In case of failure to deliver or send such 
Certificate to the Registrar, the Husband shall be liable to a Penalty not exceeding 
Ten Pounds. Persons having their Marriage Registered as aforesaid, may obtain 
a Certified Copy of the Registry, on payment of the Fee of Three Shillings and 
Sixpence. 



COMPULSORY VACCINATION— 26th and 27th Vic., cap. 52. 

Registration of all Children Successfully Vaccinated on and after the First day 
of January, 1864. 

On and after the 1st day of January, 1861, each Registrar of Births and Deaths is 
required to Register every case of successful Vaccination occurring within his Dis- 
trict. To enable him so to do, the Medical Practitioner by whom the Vaccination 
shall have been successfully performed, shall transmit to such Registrar a Certificate 
to that effect. Search may be made in the Register Book, and a Certified Copy of 
any Entry therein may be obtained on payment of One Shilling for each Search, and 
Sixpence for each Certificate. _ 

Every Registrar of Births and Deaths is required to give Notice to the Father 
or Mother, or in the event of the Death, Illness, Absence, or Inability from Sick- 
ness or otherwise, of the Father or Mother, to the person having the care, nurture, 
or custody, of any Child whose Birth has been Registered, but whose successful 
Vaccination has not been Registered as aforesaid, requiring that the said Child shall 
be Vaccinated, and stating the days, hours, and places at which the Medical Officer 
will attend for the purpose of Vaccination. If, after such Notice, the Father, Mother, 
or person having the care of the said Child, shall not cause it to be A' accinated, the 
party .offending shall forfeit a sum not exceeding Ten Shillings. 

Every Registrar failing to Register any case of successful Vaccination duly certi- 
fied to him, or who shall Register the Vaccination of a Child which shall not have 
been successfully Vaccinated, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding Twenty Shillings for 
each such case.
